Blood Bank Seek 


A meeting was called Friday 
night, by George Heitzmann, re- 
cently elected chairman of the 
Hancock Couaty Blood Bank, 
Members of the Board, and ac- 
tively interested persons who 
have assisted in the work of the 
blood bank were present. 

As of Friday night, 102 pints 
of blood were in storage at the 
Fousdation Hvespital, New Or- 
leans, credited to the Hancock 
County Bank. This was from 
the recent drawing. 

Since its reorganization some 
four years ago, the bank has 
been operating solely on funds 
provided by the Hancock County 
Board of Supervisors, in a grant 
of $1,000. The money has 
been used to purchase equipment, 
serum and to pay for services 
of a technician. The original fund 
has diminished, with a balance 
on hand of $149.75. New serum 
must be puschased prior to an- 
other blood drawing, scheduled 
for the early fall. It is the plan

Construction of the new build- 
ing is another step in Southern 
Bell’s recently announced pro- 
gram ‘to expand and improve 
Bay St Louis’ telephone service.

Kach bus driver ig required te 
have a driyer’s license and a bus 
‘driver’s certificate certifying that 
.he has completed the training 
course. All drivers are required 
to take the course every two 
years. Each driver must meet 
certain physical requirements; he 
must have the use of both hands 
‘and feet and must pass a stan- 
dard eye’ test. 

The course includes general in- 
formation concerning State Laws, 
the rules of the road and meth- 
ods of protecting the children. 
The driving test Includes open 
road driving, loading and unload- 
ing children and seeing them 
safely across the highway. 

Obstacle driving is also re- 
quired for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether or not the driver 
can handle his bus under diffi- 
cult conditions. The driver is also 
taught to protect and conserve 
his equipment, which includes 
checking of oil, water, tires, brak- 
ing system, and cleaning both 
front and rear glasses daily. 

The safety of the children is 
the main purpose of the school 
and the primary problem in the 
transportation of the children 
each day in getting them across 
the highway to and from the 
bus. Each bus, under our Missis- 
sippi Law is required to have a 
safety boy who is trained in di- 
recting the children safely across 
the road. Each bus driver is 
taught the method of training 
the safety boys so thoroughly 
that he, in turn, can teach his 
own safety boy.

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Six New Oil Fields 
Are Found In Mississippi 


In First Half of 1956 


Jackson, Miss. (Special)—Six 
new oil fields, one new gas field, 
and one shallow Sait Dome were 
discovered in Mississippi during 
the first six months of 1956, 
bringing the total of oil and gas 
producing fields in the state to 
one hundred and eighteen, accord- 
ing to figures released by the 
Mississippi-Alabama Division of 
the Mid-Continent Oil and Gas 
Association. 

The new discoveries are the 
South Kingston nd Southeast 
Ellisville Fields in Adams Coun- 
ty, the Ansley Field in Hancock 
County, North Fayette Field and 
Rodney Island Field in Jeffer- 
son County, the Fort Adams 
Field in Wilkinson County, the 
Okolona Gas Field in Monroe 
County, and the Wesson Salt 
Dome in Copiah County. 

The new discoveries 
result of eighty-three wildcat 
drilling attempts made in the 
state the first six months of the 
year. Three-fourths of these were 
drilled in Adams, Wilkinson, and 
Jefferson Counties. 

The discovery of the Ansley 
Field in Hancock County less 
than five miles from Mississippi 
Gulf Coast waters is a significant 
development this year, as it fo- 
cuses attention to the possibility 
of production being found off- 
shore lands. About one-third of 
the off-shore area of 900,000 
acres is now under lease, and 
the State Mineral Lease Com- 
mission is expected to offer the 
remainder for lease sometime 
this year. 

During the first half of the 
year a combined total of 215 
wildcat and develpment wells 
were drilled, compared to a total 
of 225 for the same period of 
last year. Sixty-six of the wells 
were completed for oil and seven- 
teen for gas, with 132 recorded 
as dry holes. 

For a comparable period last 
year 82 wells had been complet- 
ed for oil and ten for gas, with 
143 listed as dry holes. 

Mississippi’s 118 producing oil 
fields, located in twenty-nine 
state counties, were found after 
extensive leasing activity and 
scientific exploration. For more 
and more, oil exploration has 
been depending on technical aids. 

Geophysical surveys of possible 
oil producing areas were made 
by oil crews using the seismo- 
graph, gravity meter, magneto- 
meter or core drill. The results 
of these surveys were studied 
and correlated with information 
gathered about nearby areas, and 
were compared to findings about 
formations where oil had already 
been found. 

Using all gathered information 
to the best of their knowledge, 
geologists and geophysicists then 
selected a wildcat drilling site 
they believed would lead to the 
discovery of a new oil producing 
field. 

Finally, drilling equipment was 
moved to the drilling site and 
drilling crews began a sub-sur- 
face adventure that took them to 
a depth of from one to two miles. 
Whether they would find oil was 
a question that could only be 
answered, at last, by drilling. 

Oil men in the state did find 
oil in the first half of 1956, six 
new oil fields, a gas field, and a 
shallow salt dome out of eghty- 
three wildcat drilling tries. One 
exploratory well in every ten 
drilled led to a new discovery.

to $720,000. 

“But in addition to this risk,” 
E. D. Doug) Kenna, Executive 
Vice-President of the Associa- 
tion said, “Many of Mississippi’s 
oil fields are small discoveries. 
Of the state’s 118 fields, fifty- 
four have yielded only one to 
five producing wells.” 

According to Association fig- 
ures, the cost of drilling the 
wildcat oil well in Mississippi va- 
ries from $20,000 and $200,000. 

In the southwestern counties of 
the state, where much wildcat 
activity is concentrated, extreme- 
iy shallow exploratory wells that 
prove to be dry holes cost from 
$20,000 to $30,000. 

But in the Soso Field of Jas- 
per, Jones and Smith Counties, 
and in the Bolton Field of Hinds 
County, drilling has been to a 
depth of 12,000 feet, through 
difficult formations, with a re 
sulting drilling cost for a com- 
pleted well up to $200,000. Deep- 
er exploration would cost much 
more. 

Between these two costs for 
wells is the expenditure for the 
average Mississippi wildcat well. 
This average wildcat venture is 
drilled to 6,766 feet and the 
cost of drilling is $80,000. 

But oil exploration and wildcat 
drilling is conducted, and money 
is invested, with the possibility 
of large discoveries. On the 
possibility of making a significant 
discovery oil men risk annually 
millions of dollars, though mon- 
etary return on individual invest-

Highway Patrolmen 
To “Spot Check” 
Trucks For Safety Equip. 


Commissioner of Public Safety 
Tom Scarborough Friday ordered 
highway partolmen to “spot 


check” heavy trucks along state 
highways, and issue tickets to 
drivers whose vehicles fail to car- 
ry proper safety equipment. 

In ordering the crackdown, 
Commissioner Scarborough call- 
ed attention to the high fre- 
quency of truck-auto accidents 
in recent weeks. 3 
“We are have entirely too many 
stalled trucks involved in acci- 
dents, and investigating patrol- 
men report that in several instan- 
ces these trucks failed to dis- 
play adequate safety equipment, 
flares, and such, “ the Patrol head 
stated. 

“There have been cases at night 
where no flares at all were set 
out,” Scarborough continued. 
“This must not happen!” 

Bill Hood, new chief of the 
Highway Patrol and assistant 
commissioner, joined with Scar- 
borough in ordering the safety 
check on truck equipment, and as 
his first bulletin to traffic en- 
forcement personnel called for 
inspections of trucks and busses 
“for lights, brakes and safety 
equipment, with special emphasis 
on flares and flags. 

Chief Hood’s order added: 
“Write tickets when you deem 
it necessary. Trucks have been 
making the headlines recently in 
regard to multiple fatality acci- 
dents. I believe that it is our turn 
to make headlines by reducing 
our fatalities.” 

Both the Commissioner and 
the Patrol Chief stressed that 
trucks alone are by no means re- 
sponsible for the staggering in- 
crease in traffic accidents. How- 
ever, the increasing frequency of 
stalled trucks being hit at night 
by automobiles cannot be over- 
looked, the two patrol officials 
pointed out.

WILL DIE IN SENATE 


There was, of course, never any 

doubt that if the bill should 
reach a final roll call, it would 
pass. During this election year, 
both northern Democrats and Re- 
publicans are competing for Ne 
gro votes in key states, such 
as New York, Pennsylvania and 
California. The 279,126 vote by 
which the legislation passed the 
House is proof conclusive that 
congressmen of both major par- 
ties joined in sending out the 
“vote bait’ to the Negroes—a 
major objective of all so-called 
civil rights measures. 

It was thus with scant hope 
of preventing House passage that 
Colmer organized a steering sub- 
committee of the “Committee of 
78” last January. His major ob- 
jective was to delay floor action 
until near the end of the ses- 
sion, thus rendering an assist to 
Dixie Senate leaders in their 
efforts to kill the legislation in 
the upper body.

AGENT'S 
NOTES

Hancock County Agent 


Crop conditions generally are 
excellent for another good crop 
year. Rainfall in most cases has 
been ample, but the final out- 
come on production and yields 
will be largely determined by 
rainfall and moisture conditions 
within the next 60 days or so. 
-Farm prices are looking up. 
Prices received by farmers are 
about 9 percent above last De- 
cember. 

Prices paid by farmers are still 
trending upward, but at a slower 
rate than in the past—and at a 
slower pace than the upward 
swing in prices reeeived. The 
parity ratio is up 6 percent since 
last December. 

Cattle slaughter so far this year 
has been considerably above last 
year. Sales of cattle off grass 
will increase this summer and 
fall, with price decline. Prices 
of fed cattle early as pastures 
begin to fail—market may be 
flooded later. 

Hog slaughter will pick up sea- 
sonably, beginning late this 
month or in early August, with 
prices easing off some. Following 
the fall rush, marketings should 
drop and prices rise. 

Spring pigs totaled 8 percent 
less this year than last, so fall 
marketing will be less than last 
fall. There will be around 7 per- 
cent less pigs farrowed this fall 
than last. This should mean higher 
prices next year. 

Dairy production is up com- 
pared to a year ago. Increased 
demand and higher prices should 
hold up well the balance of the 
year. Cash receipts from dairy- 
ing are running wcll above last 
year. 

A record carry-over of feed 
grains is in prospect—10 percent 
above last year.. With good pros- 
pects for production of feed 
grains this year another big sup- 
ply will be on hand for the 1958- 
57 feeding year. This could mean 
lower cost feed. 

Cotton productioa prospects ap- 
pear about as last year. 

It may pay you to sell early- 
harvested cotton of best quality, 
loan. 
Prices may work down to sup- 
port levels or lewer soon after 
harvest begins.
